Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  in 
connection  with  the  working  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1934. 

The  report  is  abbreviated,  as  suggested  by  the  Circular 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  October,  1934. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  has  been  on  the  whole 
good,  no  marked  epidemic  occurred,  with  the  exception  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  which,  although  a  lower  number  of  cases  were  recorded 
than  the  previous  year,  was  prevalent  throughout  1934. 

Your  general  Death-rate  was  9.6  which,  although  not  the 
lowest  recorded,  was  the  lowest  for  some  years. 

The  year  under  review  has  given  the  lowest  Birth-rate  on 
record,  also  the  lowest  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  one 
year  of  age  was  recorded  in  1934. 

The  year  was  one  of  low  rainfall,  namely  16.97,  this  being 
the  lowest  rainfall  recorded  since  1921. 

The  Council  put  in  hand  an  additional  storage  reservoir  in 
order  that  the  town  can  be  adequately  safeguarded  in  the  future 
against  water  shortage.  This  additional  reservoir  with  a  capacity 
of  four  million  gallons,  will  be  completed  in  1935. 

The  re-housing  of  the  persons  at  present  living  in  condemned 
houses  was  not  commenced  in  1934,  details  of  the  houses  and  the 
site  for  the  building  of  the  houses  were  completed  during  the 
year,  but  the  actual  building  operation  was  not  commenced  until 
1935.  We  have  no  spectacular  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  to  record 
but  rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  the  dealing  with  houses 
under  the  1930  Housing  Act  ;  the  programme,  though  scheduled 
to  take  5  years  will,  we  hope,  be  completed  at  a  much  earlier  date. 

The  smooth  working  of  the  Department  has  been  greatly 
facilitated  by  the  interest  and  sympathetic  consideration  given 
to  all  matters,  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee. 

I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support 
given  me  by  all  the  staff  of  the  Department,  also  my  fellow 
officials  in  other  Departments.

The  Death-rate  for  1934  shows  a  drop  in  comparison  with 
the  last  few  years,  in  fact  it  is  the  lowest  recorded  since  1928. 

There  was  a  marked  fall  in  the  Death-rate  from  respiratory 
diseases,  which  accounts  in  the  main  to  the  general  fall  in  the 
rate. 

No  marked  epidemics  occurred  which  took  a  large  toll  of 
life  during  1934. 

One  can  say  that  1934  was  a  healthy  year  for  all  ages,  due 
largely  to  the  mild  nature  of  the  weather  and  the  abundance  of 
sunshine. 
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It  will  be  observed  in  the  following  table  the  various  numbers 
that  died  and  the  different  causes. 

It  will  be  seen  that  23  persons  died  from  tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  system,  this  figure  was  33  in  the  previous  year. 

Pneumonia  deaths  accounted  for  35,  as  against  41  persons 
dying  from  the  same  disease  in  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  60,  as  against  59  in  the 
previous  year.  These  figures  for  cancer  have  remained  at  a 
fairly  consistent  level  for  the  last  few  years.

724  children  were  born  in  the  Borough  during  1934,  of  these 
384  were  males  and  340  females. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  children  born  was  20,  10  males 
and  10  females,  which  is  included  in  the  above  total  of  births. 


These  figures  give  a  Birth-rate  of  15.2  as  compared  with 
16.4  in  1933.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1904  the  Birth-rate  was  36.3 

We  do,  however,  show  a  higher  Birth-rate  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  being  .4  above  England  and  Wales,  and 
.2  above  towns  of  similar  size  in  the  country. 

25  stillbirths  were  recorded  during  the  year,  and,  as  before* 
investigations  have  been  carried  out  into  the  circumstances  of 
all  stillbirths  occurring  in  your  district.

Infantile  Mortality  rate  59.3  ...  59 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1934  was  59.3  per  1,000 
births.  This  figure  shows  a  decrease  over  the  previous  year  by 
10.1.  The  number  of  children  involved  in  this  figure,  who  died 
before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  is  43,  which  is  the  lowest 
number  of  infant  deaths  recorded  in  any  year,  with  the  exception 
of  1926,  when  the  loss  of  life  in  infants  was  the  same  figure  as 
the  year  under  review. 

As  given  before  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  59,  i.e. 
.3  less  than  our  town. 

Although  it  is  the  ambition  of  all  health  workers  to  still 
materially  reduce  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  it  has  been  found 
for  many  years  that  industrial  areas  show  a  higher  rate  than 
non-industrial  and  residential  areas.  The  figure  of  59.3  for 
our  town  can  be  looked  upon  with  some  satisfaction  in  the  light 
of  our  present  knowledge,  but  we  cannot  be  satisfied  that  it  is 
a  minimum  figure.  Much  of  the  reduction  of  the  loss  of  infant 
life  can  be  placed  at  the  door  of  the  Corporation’s  activities 
through  their  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services.  One  has 
only  to  look  at  the  records  to  see  what  has  happened  in  the  saving 
of  infant  life  during  the  last  few  years.  In  1904  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  was  144,  involving  the  loss  of  149  babies  in  one 
year,  the  population  of  the  town  being  then  only  28,159,  as 
against  the  loss  of  life  for  the  year  under  review,  that  is,  1934, 
of  43  children,  the  population  being  47,480.

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2.  — 157  of  the  samples  proved  to  be  genuine,  and  5  samples 
were  unsatisfactory,  as  follows  : — 

(1)  P27.  Milk,  deficient  of  3%  of  fat  (official). 

Vendor  cautioned.  Further  samples  taken  since  have  been 
genuine. 

(2)  A42.  Milk,  deficient  of  20%  of  fat  (official). 

(3)  D112  „  „  „  10% 

Sample  A42  was  taken  from  a  retailer,  and  D112  three 
days  later,  from  the  farmer  who  supplied  him.  Samples  from 
two  other  churns,  taken  at  the  same  time  as  D112,  proved 
to  be  genuine.  On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  the  farmer 
was  using  a  milking  machine,  and  that  the  “  strippings  ”  may 
not  always  have  been  put  into  the  same  churn  as  the  “  fore¬ 
milk.”  Also  a  calf  was  sucking  the  “strippings  ”  from  one 
of  the  24  cows.  A  sample  taken  from  this  cow  (D119),  from 
2  gallons  of  the  “  foremilk  ”  proved  to  be  deficient  of  23% 
of  fat. 

These  vendors  have  been  cautioned,  and  the  milk  will 
be  sampled  again  in  the  near  future. 

(4)  D7.  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre,  deficient  of  20%  of  Ethyl 

Nitrate  (informal). 

An  “  official  ”  sample  from  the  same  vendor,  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.  Further  samples  will  be  taken. 

(5)  D14.  Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Quinine,  deficient  of  15% 

ammonia  (informal). 

Further  samples  are  being  taken. 

(6)  D45.  Pork  Sausage,  contained  200  parts  per  million  of 

Sulphur  Dioxide  (informal). 

There  was  no  notice  exhibited  in  this  case,  with  regard  to 
the  presence  of  preservative.  Further  samples  proved  to  be 
in  order. 

3.  — The  8  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  examined  for  Bacteria 
Count.  Four  of  these,  taken  from  two  vendors  on  different 
dates  were  unsatisfactory.  Both  the  vendors  concerned  were 
cautioned  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

4.  — 26  of  the  milk  samples  were  tested  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 
three  of  which  proved  to  be  positive.  The  appropriate  action  has 
been  taken  in  these  cases  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

PARTICULARS  AS  TO  PERMISSIVE  ACTS  ADOPTED 
BY  THE  NUNEATON  CORPORATION. 

1. — THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION) 
ACT,  1889,  was  adopted  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Council,  held  on  the 
30th  October,  1889,  to  come  into  force  on  the  9th  December,  1889.

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MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

The  Midwifery  Service  in  the  town  continues  to  be  per¬ 
formed  by  midwives  who  are  in  private  practice.  No  midwives 
are  employed  by  the  Corporation  or  subsidized  by  them. 

It  will  be  observed  by  the  following  table  that  the  number 
of  midwives  in  practice  in  the  town  is  perfectly  adequate  for  the 
number  of  births  now  taking  place  in  the  area  over  which  the 
Corporation  is  the  Supervising  Authority. 

Regular  supervision  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the 
year,  the  inspections  consist  of  examining  midwives  equip¬ 
ment  and  record  books.  Special  visits  have  been  paid,  where 
necessary,  for  the  investigation  and  the  prevention  of  infectious 
disease,  such  as  Puerperal  Fever. 

During  the  year  one  midwife  was  suspended  on  account  of 
a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurring  in  her  practice,  and  com¬ 
pensation  was  paid.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  Health  Visiting  .Staff  remains  as  in  previous  years, 
namely,  4  Health  Visitors  in  the  town. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  these  officers  remains 
much  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
number  of  first  visits  paid  to  babies  under  one  year  will  auto¬ 
matically  drop  as  the  birth  rate  falls,  this  has  of  course  already 
occurred  to  some  degree,  but  this  allows  more  time  for  home  visits 
to  be  paid  to  the  1 — 5  year  old  child,  and  during  1934  nearly  a 
1,000  more  visits  were  paid  to  this  age  group  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  home  visiting  the  Health  Visitors 
attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  of  the  district  in  which  they 
work.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  two  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  town  continue  to 
carry  out  a  very  useful  function  in  conjunction  with  the  general 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table  that  the  mothers  are 
taking  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  for  them  at  these 
centres.  The  two  Health  Visitors  attend  the  respective  clinic 
which  serves  their  areas,  also  a  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance 
on  two  afternoons  a  week  at  each  centre. 


The  high  attendances  at  these  centres  would  become  im¬ 
possible  if  it  were  not  for  the  able  help  given  so  willingly  by  the 
voluntary  workers  who  attend  to  assist  in  the  general  management 
at  both  Nuneaton  and  Stockingford  Clinics.  To  this  band  of 
voluntary  workers  I  extend  my  best  thanks.

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Children  coming  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  as 
amended  by  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932,  which 
deals  with  Infant  Life  Protection,  are  supervised  by  the  Health 
Visitor  in  whose  area  they  reside. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  3  children  under 
supervision  and  3  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

All  children  have  been  satisfactorily  looked  after  by  the 
foster  parents,  in  no  case  was  an  application  refused  to  allow  any 
person  to  take  a  child  under  the  above  Act,  nor  did  we  have  to 
remove  any  child  from  the  custody  of  the  foster  mother  who  was 
in  charge  of  its  health  and  welfare.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Treatment  for  children  under  school  age  suffering  Irom 
orthopaedic  defects  continues  to  be  given,  at  the  combined 
clinic,  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  cases  and  school  children. 

Mr.  Allan,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  treatment  of  these  cases, 
reports  as  follows  : — 

Report  on  Nuneaton  Orthopaedic  Clinic  during  the  Year 

1934. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Nuneaton  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
for  the  year  1934,  there  are  several  points  brought  to  notice. 
The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints  has 
diminished — the  number  of  cases  of  Rickets  is  decidedly  less, 
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and  the  proportion  of  eases  of  Spastic  Paralysis  is  less  in  this 
Clinic  than  in  any  other  in  this  Area.  This  speaks  highly  for  the 
efforts  made  to  improve  the  general  health  of  the  school  children, 
and  for  the  high  standard  of  midwifery  in  the  Town.  The  Clinic 
continues  its  association  with  the  Warwickshire  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  at  Coleshill,  where  in-patient  treatment  has  been  possible 
for  all  patients  requiring  such  care,  i.e.  about  15%  of  new  cases. 
The  Clinic  has  suffered  a  great  loss  this  year  in  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Hawkins,  whose  interest  and  able  help  greatly  contributed 
to  the  successful  issue  of  the  work.

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS.

Ante-natal  clinics  are  an  important  factor  in  a  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of 
maternal  mortality  but  also  for  the  future  health  of  the  child. 
Much  can  be  done  by  ante-natal  work  in  preventing  the  still  high 
infantile  mortality  rate  occurring  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

Ante-natal  work  is  now,  I  am  happy  to  say,  being  sought 
after  by  the  mothers.  The  medical  practitioners  and  the  midwives 
have  recently  materially  increased  the  amount  of  the  ante-natal 
supervision  in  its  broadest  sense.  The  hygiene  of  pregnancy  is 
gradually  being  carried  out  by  an  ever  increasing  number  of  our 
mothers.  The  younger  mother  realises  that  an  examination  is 
not  in  itself  the  one  and  only  object  of  ante-natal  treatment,  but 
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that  much  depends  on  her  mode  of  life  during  the  expectant 
period,  diet  playing  an  important  part  both  in  the  prevention  of 
complications  of  child  birth  and  for  the  health  of  the  child. 

DENTAL. 

The  Dental  Clinic  in  connection  with  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme  which  deals  with  expectant  mothers,  nursing 
mothers,  and  children  under  five  years  of  age  continues  to  give 
much  benefit  to  health. 

This  clinic  is  held  once  a  fortnight  and  considering  the 
numbers  which  attend  this  clinic  should  be  held  once  a  week, 
when  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  E.  W.  Thomas  for  the  following  report  : 

“  The  attendances  at  this  Clinic  have  again  been  well  over 
20  per  session,  sure  evidence  of  its  popularity. 

“  It  is^mpossible  to  over-estimate  the  value  of  this  work, 
both  to  adults  and  children,  and  it  is  striking  with  what  unanimity 
the  mothers  say  how  much  better  they  feel  when  septic  mouths 
have  been  cleared. 


“  As  in  the  case  of  the  School  Clinic,  this  is  working  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  and  facilities  should  be  increased,  if  only  to 
expedite  treatment.” 


WATER. 

Despite  the  drought  during  the  year,  wnich  affected  the 
level  of  the  water  in  the  well  at  Whittleford,  Nuneaton,  this  source 
of  supply,  coupled  with  the  supply  obtained  from  Leicester 
Corporation,  14  miles  distant,  was  sufficient  to  meet  the  unre¬ 
stricted  demand  for  water,  which  averaged  1,055,000  gallons 
daily.  In  order  to  delay  the  possible  consequences  of  the  drought, 
an  appeal  to  the  consumers  was  made  in  the  local  press,  which 
doubtless  was  responsible  for  the  very  little  increase  in  con¬ 
sumption. 

The  number  of  samples  for  analysis  taken  intermittently 
show  the  water  to  be  satisfactory  and  appended  are  the  results 
of  the  latest  analyses. 


New  housing  estates  have  been  responsible  for  extensions 
to  the  water  mains,  which  total  778  yards  of  6-inch  pipes  and 
1,308  yards  of  4-inch  pipes.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

To  cope  with  the  increase  in  the  quantity  of  sewage  treated 
at  the  sewage  works,  Hartshill,  a  number  of  extensions  were 
made,  namely,  the  construction  of  two  rectangular  filters  with  a 
capacity  of  6.063  cubic  yards  ;  three  reinforced  concrete  settle¬ 
ment  tanks  with  a  capacity  of  630,000  gallons,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  percentage  of  suspended  solids  dosed  to  the  filters  ;  two 
horizontal  flow  humus  tanks,  which  increase  the  quality  of  the 
final  effluent  ;  and  a  new  outfall  chamber  with  a  21  in.  Venturi 
meter. 

At  the  sewage  pumping  station,  a  storm  water  tank  was 
built,  having  a  capacity  of  150,700  gallons.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A  new  “  Cleaner  Cinder  ”  plant  was  installed  at  the  refuse 
destructor  to  separate  the  very  fine  particles  of  dust  from  the 
separated  cinders,  thus  increasing  the  calorific  value  of  the 
cinders  and  improving  the  combustion  in  the  furnaces  of  the 
boilers  for  raising  steam.  In  addition,  this  “  Cleaner  Cinder  ” 
reduces  the  quantity  of  dust  emitted  from  the  boiler  chimney 
stacks.  During  its  installation,  88%  of  the  total  refuse  collected 
was  disposed  of  at  the  Pingle  Fields  for  levelling  the  land  and  the 
remainder  at  the  Stockingford  Tip,  the  controlled  method  of  refuse 
disposal  operating  in  each  case.  Normally  91.2%  of  the  total 
refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  the  destructor,  where  the  separa¬ 
tion  and  incineration  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  in  operation, 
the  remainder  being  control  tipped. 

During  the  year  12,006  tons  of  dry  house  refuse  were  collected.

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  rag  flock  within  the  Borough. 
One  upholstery  firm,  however,  uses  this  kind  of  flock  in  their 
business.  Supplies  of  the  material  used  bear  the  certificate  of 
the  manufacturing  firms,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  obtain 
samples  for  examination. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  nine  fixed  observations,  in  addition  to 
many  general  observations,  have  been  made  on  the  various  works 
chimneys  in  the  Borough.  The  Model  Byelaws  for  smoke  abate¬ 
ment  have  not  been  adopted. 


RAT  AND  VERMIN  REPRESSION. 

Again  I  have  to  report  that  no  marked  prevalence  of  animal 
or  insect  pests  has  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  department  is  always  willing  to  give  any  advice  and 
assistance  possible  in  the  eradication  of  pests.  The  departmental 
records  show  that  2,724  rats  have  been  brought  in  for  destruction, 
although  this  record  does  not  indicate  the  actual  number  des¬ 
troyed  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  usual  rat  week  was  observed  within  the  Borough  when 
letters  and  recipes  for  rat  poisons  were  widely  circulated.  Chem¬ 
ists  and  storekeepers  gave  their  assistance  by  advertising  and 
making  special  window  displays  of  raticides. 


MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

It  was  found  unnecessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in 
any  matter  connected  with  Public  Health  during  the  year. 


HOUSING. 

Although  house  building  by  private  enterprise  has  gone  on 
apace  during  the  year  under  review,  when,  as  will  be  seen  else¬ 
where  in  this  report,  the  record  number  of  348  houses  were  erected, 
this  is  the  first  time  in  eleven  years  that  I  have  to  record  the  fact 
that  the  Corporation  contribution  towards  supplying  the  definite 
want  of  houses  has  been  nil. 

A  great  majority  of  the  houses  built  during  the  year,  were 
built  with  the  object  of  being  offered  for  sale,  although  letting 
had  to  be  resorted  to  in  many  instances  where  sales  could  not  be 
effected. 


There  can  be  no  doubt  that  there  is  still  an  urgent  demand 
for  houses  to  be  let  at  rents  commensurate  with  the  earnings  of 
the  working  class  population  who  desire  them.  Existing  house 
building  schemes  do  not  appear  to  satisfy  this  demand.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  general  measures  adopted  during  the  year  have  not 
been  materially  altered. 

The  main  age  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  being  amongst 
children.  It  is  essential,  if  proper  preventive  measures  are  to  be 
taken,  for  the  closest  co-operation  to  exist  between  the  School 
Medical  Service  and  the  Health  Authority.  This  co-operation 
automatically  exists  as  the  officers  of  the  Health  Authority  are 
also  officers  of  the  Education  Authority. 

The  admissions  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  were  limited  to 
those  cases  which  could  not  be  adequately  nursed  at  home,  or 
to  cases  which  were  of  a  grave  and  dangerous  character. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  notified,  the  source  of  in¬ 
fection  being  “  outside  the  Borough/’  This  case  recovered. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

No  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  (Spotted  Fever)  was 
reported  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  occurred  throughout  the  year,  with  a  main 
prevalence  from  June  to  October  ;  293  cases  were  notified  of 
which  152  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  isolated 
and  nursed  in  their  own  homes. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever,  both  of  which  died 
in  Hospital.  One  case  died  of  toxic  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  other 
from  an  intercurrent  disease  after  being  in  Hospital  for  nine 
days. 

The  disease  occurred  mainly  in  children,  but  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  close  any  school  during  the  year  as  the  cases  occurred 
throughout  the  town  and  were  not  confined  to  one  particular 
school  or  district. 


MEASLES. 

The  incidence  of  Measles  showed  a  sharp  decline  over  1933, 
92  cases  being  notified  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  as 
against  278  the  previous  year.  These  figures  do  not  give  one 
the  total  number  of  cases  occurring  as  they  are  only  the  notifi¬ 
cations  received  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age.  Com¬ 
pulsory  notification  does  not  apply  to  school  children,  and  we 
obtain  our  information  of  these  cases  from  the  Head  Teachers 
of  the  Schools  and  the  School  Attendance  Officers,  etc. 

Parents  are  taking  more  and  more  notice  of  this  disease  and 
are  carrying  out  precautions  which,  not  so  many  years  ago,  they 
would  have  considered  absurd.  The  thought  that  “  the  sooner 
the  child  has  measles  the  better  ”  is  slowly  being  overcome  as 
parents  realise  that  this  policy  has  accounted  for  thousands  of 
deaths  in  the  past. 

Measles,  with  its  many  complications,  still  accounts  for  a 
large  amount  of  loss  of  life,  although  we  in  Nuneaton  were  fortu¬ 
nate  in  only  having  one  child  who  died  from  this  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  was  notified  in  37  cases.  It  will  be  seen  by 
the  table  of  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  that  the  age 
group  mainly  affected  was  5 — 10  years. 

1934  was  an  epidemic  year  for  diphtheria  and  the  type  in 
many  areas  was  of  the  gravis  type,  but  in  spite  of  the  fact  of 
the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  the  country,  also  in  the  surround¬ 
ing  districts,  the  town  was  never  threatened  with  anything  like 
an  epidemic,  all  cases  which  were  notified  being  of  a  sporadic 
nature. 

Three  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease,  one  of  these  died 
at  home  and  two  deaths  occurred  in  the  31  town  cases  admitted 
to  hospital — one  dying  a  few  hours  after  admission,  the  other 
dying  of  heart  failure  after  10  days  admission. 

Anti-toxin  has  been  supplied  free  of  charge  to  practitioners, 
who  have  used  it  with  promptitude. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  been  performed  on  a 
few  children,  Diphtheria  toxoid  anti-toxin  has  been  supplied,  on 
request,  to  practitioners  for  the  few  cases. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  showed  a  marked 
decline  during  the  year,  38  new  cases  being  notified  as  against 
56  in  the  previous  year. 

As  mentioned  before  in  this  report  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  shows  a  decline,  23  deaths  being 
recorded  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  as  against 
33  in  1933,  the  incidence  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  also  shows 
a  decrease,  although  the  deaths  recorded  were  somewhat  higher. 

Notification  of  this  disease,  which  is  compulsory,  has  been 
satisfactory.  All  cases  that  died  during  the  year  had  been 
previously  notified  to  the  Department  with  one  exception,  this 
being  a  case  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis  which  died  in  a  Hospital. 
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Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  which  allows  the 
compulsory  removal,  under  certain  circumstances,  of  persons 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  an  Institution  has  not  had  to  be 
put  into  force. 

The  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925,  which  prevents  persons  suffering  from  certain  forms  of 
tuberculosis  being  employed  in  the  milk  trade  has  not  had  to 
be  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

On  the  receipt  of  a  notification  of  tuberculosis  to  this  Depart¬ 
ment  the  notification  is  passed  on  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
as  the  authority  for  the  treatment  and  supervision  of  cases. 
The  actual  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  Coventry  and  War¬ 
wickshire  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee.

BRAMCOTE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Bramcote  Hospital  still  continues  to  be  used  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  isolation  of  infectious  diseases. 

During  the  year  234  cases  were  treated  in  this  institution, 
of  this  number  185  were  admitted  from  the  town  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  from  outside  authorities.  This  is  the  highest  number 
which  we  have  been  called  upon  to  deal  with,  and  at  times  this 
hospital  has  been  sorely  pressed  for  beds.  For  a  very  short 
period  we  had  to  overcrowd  one  of  our  wards,  but  during  this 
short  period  it  was  not  detrimental  to  the  patients,  ovei crowding, 
however,  of  infectious  diseases  in  hospital  is  to  be  deprecated 
if  it  is  carried  on  for  any  length  of  time. 

The  diseases  admitted  consisted  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Dipntheria, 
and  Typhoid  Fever. 

Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  185  cases,  152  of  which  were 
town  cases  and  33  were  from  outside  authorities.  Two  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease.

Diphtheria  accounted  for  47  of  the  admissions,  31  of  which 
were  town  and  16  outside  cases.  Five  deaths  occurred  from 
this  disease  ;  of  these  2  were  children  admitted  from  the  Borough 
and  3  from  outside  authorities.  Some  of  these  cases  were  in  a 
hopeless  condition  on  admission  and  re-acted  not  at  all  to  treat¬ 
ment,  as  was  shown  by  the  time  of  death  following  admission. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  admitted  and  recovered. 

One  case  which  was  admitted  for  query  diphtheria  turned 
out  to  be  tonsilitis  and  made  an  uninterrupted  recovery.

DISINFECTIONS. 

The  disinfection  of  all  premises,  houses,  bedding,  etc.,  is 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  after  cases  of  infectious 
diseases.  Steam  disinfection  is  available  for  bulky  goods,  such 
as  bedding,  etc.  Spraying  or  fumigation  with  Formalin  is  the 
method  employed  in  houses.
